Remarks 

In the present response, two claims (30, 31 ) are amended. Claims 4-26 and 28-31

I. Claim Amendments 

Claims 30 and 31 are amended merely to correct for typographical errors.

Hi. Chum Rejections: 35 ISC § 103(a) 

Claims 4 - 31 are rejected under 35 USC § i. 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
I SPN 200 1/0009005 (Godin) in view of USPN 2002/0 11 1892 ( Sharp) and USPN 
5.826,244 (Huberman). Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Godin in view of Huberman and US 6.2(52,05! (Woolston). These 
rejections are traversed. 

Applicant submits a declaration and evidence under 37 CR.b 1.131 swearing 
behind the effective elate (Feb. 12, 200! } of Sharp. The declaration and evidence show 
conception of the invention prior to the effective date of Sharp and show due diligence 
from prior to the reference date to the filing date of the present application. 

f urther, regarding claims 8 and .14, per MPEP § 2144.03. Applicant challenges 
the factual assertion as not properly officially noticed or not properly bused upon 
common knowledge. As such. Applicant asks the Examiner to provide adequate 
documentary evidence. Applicant contends that the noticed fact is not considered 
common knowledge or weibknown in the art.
